WRECKING IN CANADIAN 
i^PL - . • WATERS. . . 



The following circular is quite im- 
portant, being a material moditicition 
of the rules heretofore enforced by the 
Canadian authorities in reference to 
wrecking by foreign vessels in Canadian 
-watera It will apply to cases that 
may occur in the waters of Britisli 
Columbia. 

Customs Department. ) 
Ottawa, Sept. 19, 1879. j 
Ssb: Beferring to departmental circukr 
No. 210-3 of March 5, 1878, on tho sub- 
ject of wrecking by foreign vessels in Can- 
adian watera, I am desired by tho minis - 
ter of customs to inform you that that 
circular is not to bo understood as having 
any application to cases wherein life may 
be in danger or where property may be 
jeopardized delay, such, for instance, 
as the grounding of a vessel in ciroum- 
stancos in which immediate assistance 
would prevent ft wreck; nor is thoro any 
possible case in wliicli vessels of any 
nationality should bo prevented from go- 
ing to tho reacuo of persons in peril of 
their lives, or of vessels in danger of be- 
inglost. 

You will aiiderstand the terms "wreck- 
ed vessels in Canadian watera" aa refor- 
rmg to vessels and cargoes cast upon tiie 
Canadian shores and straudud or wruckod, 
, requiring apparatus for their removal, or 
■ the discharge of cargo into other vessels; 
and to goods which may liavo been dis- 
charged or floated off therefrom and cast 
u^on the coast; and in oithorca.so coming 
Within tho provisions of tho revenue law."!.

FROM CARIBOO TO WiNNiPEG. 

SASJi TIMES ON TBS TSXB.

Winnipeg, Nov. 22nd, 1S79. 

Dear Myself and R. arrived 

hero safe and sound on tba 16th inst 
after one of the roughest trips a man 
ever experienced. W. will havo told 
you liow we got along as far ns the 
Fraser. There our fun commenced. 
\Vc could find no sign of the trail that 
was supposed to exist on either side of 
the riyer, .so we concluded to go with- 
out a ti:ail^up tho sou'tlhaido of the 
Fraser. > W. started back from the 
mouth of Castle river and we forded it 
on our way east. W. was hardly out 
of hearing when we had to conimonce 
operations on tho first bridge. That 
completed we went along all right un- 
til we struck Sbuswap River. That 
wan a clincher. It is a'jout I.'jO feci 
wide. Swnm the liorst's from bank to 
bank. It was fearfully .swift; a foam 
ing (.-anon to within a few hundred 
feet of the Frascr. We built a raft 
and made several attempts to cros.s it 
with [jnddlos, but it was no go. Wo 
would either land onthe same .sido or 
got into the Fraser every time. We 
linally rigged her with a pair of sweeps 
and by that means got our stulF acros-s 
and then went back for tho hor.ses. 
Drove them into tho river and follow- 
ed them.

Th< 'lorsos reached the otlior bank, but 
noi one of them eouid got out; tho 

b;i. .IH too soft. There tlioy .stooo 

in w:u(;r no^rly uji lo thi.'ir backs, the 
river Imliiiul them ,<iiifl a mud hank in 
front of them. We landed and hunted 
for a harder place to got the horses oui 
which we found a little further rlowi. 
stream; but how to get thi; hort^e^ 
down, there was the question. K. got 
on old "Charlie" and rode him down 
stream towards tho landing, but before 
reaching it ho got fast in tho bottom. 
Here was a fix. The old horse flound- 
ered in mud and water up to his back, 
R. on his back not able to swim a 
stroke, and the Fraser River clos'j be- 
low us. I got into the river and suc- 
ceeded in getting old "Charlie's'' rope 
and by patting and floundering man- 
aged to get" him out all right. Tho rest 
of the horses followed. Camped and 
dried things up that night and started 
on our way ne.\t morning, wading 
through swamps, building bridge.s 
across creeks and chopping our way 
through down timber and tail-heaving 
horses out of mud bole& 

A BLUFF. 

We nianaj;ed to make about a mile a 
day until wc struck a place where th^ 
Fraser comes against an almost per- 
pendicular bluff] built a raft, went 
across tho Fraser to hunt a landing for 
tho horse.s. Spent two days hero hunt- 
ing a place to cross, but could find 
none. The river here is sluggish, run- 
ning between mud banks, very soft ex- 
cept wliero it strikes the bluff's. Had 
to gee by that bluff somehow. Wont 
to work with our cixes and graded a 
road along tho foot of the bluff and 
got our horses over it safely. The 
hardest, looking place to get a horse 
over I ever saw. Kept pulling away 
at about the same rate expecting every 
day to come to a stream laid down in 
the surveyors map called Crooked 
River, a stream which svo iicvoi- found 
and which does not exist. Tlio sur- 
veyors must have mistaken some 
slough that puts hack from tho Fraser 
for a river. Tho not finding of this 
gave a good deal of trouble. Grub by 
this timo getting very low; no lish to 
be caught and no game to bo sliot ex- 
ce])fc an occasional partridge. 

ACCIDENT. 

I met witn a serious accident aboutj 
this time. I stepped over a stick, the 
bark of which slipped and I, fell strik- 
ing with my side on a stump which 
I thought had crushed my whole Bid" 
in. Two days afterwards I got a kick 
from a horse in the thigh which i», 
hardly well yet. Kept pegging away on 
short allowances until wo struck Cran- 
berry River on the bank of which wo 
ate our last bit of grub. 

FOOn OLD TOWiiER. 

Our dog had been lagging behiml for 
some days, but always came to cam]) 
at uight. This night, however, he 
failed to put in appearance and we 
never saw him after. Crossed tho river 
without any trouble. Camped hero 
and killed a hor.so for food; stoi)]jed 
here four days to dry our horse beef. 
Wo wove weak from hunger before wo 
killed the horse and the straight horse 
beef physiced ua until wo .could hardly 
put one foot before the other. 

STILL ONWARD 

'tod again on the fifth day 
aficr killing and struck iho Thompson 
river trail in tho afternoon. .Met a 
|)arty here from Kamloops and (Dknna 
gan who had plenty of grub, bought 
some and another horse from tlieni, 
throw away part of the beef and start- 
ed with the crowd. After this every- 
thing wa.s plain sailing. I tell you the 
best sight 1 over saw in my life was 
these men on the Thompson river trail. 
Wc could now get on lior.se-bnck for 
the first time since leaving Boar Luke. 
Nothing happened of any note in going 
through the Ilockies. It is a pretty 
good trail with tho exception of soma 
fallen timber. , At the 

CROSSIXO OF THE ATHABASKA 

We met the most agreeable tribe of 
Indians you over saw; tho men holjied 
us raft our skifl" across and on the 
bank we met the ladies, each of whom 
had to kiss our men all round as they 
landed. Wo camped with thoso In- 
dians that night. We next came to 
the McLeod river on which we did some 
j)anning, finding free gold, but not in 
paying quantities. This valley has 
some good land on it. The grass from 
hero' is immense; peavine to the 
horses' bellies. 

THE OOUNTRY , 

Wo next corae to Pambiua river. 



Hero is coal, iron and fireclay all to- 
gether in large quantities, but there is 
no way to get it out at present. The 
river runs toward the north into 
the Jlackenzie. The next place of note 
is Lake St. Ann. Here is quite a set- 
tlement, principally French halfbreeds. 
Next comes Fort Edmonton. This is 
a fine farraing^country; there are about 
a thousand settlers around here doing 
a good deal of farming and they have 
as fine a lot of grain as can bo seen in 
any country. From Fort Edmonton 
to Winnipeg is a thousand miles, the 
whole of which is covered with a heavy 
growth of grass and I should say there 
is fully half of itfit'forcultivation.'There 
is a number of settlements on the road 
each of which claims to havo the best 
land in the northwest. For my part 
I like the western side of it tlio best. 
In tho west tho land is rolling and in 
the cast it gots so fiat that there ia^.no 
drain.'xge. The rain that falls has 'to 
lay on the ground until it evaporates, 
the consequence of which is a very 
large amount of swanp.'i. I saw an at- 
tsaipt had been mado to drain out 
about thirty miles from Winnipeg. 
Stopping overnight near tho place 1 
asked the landlord tho reason the 
work was stopped. Ho told me they 
undertook to drain tho swahip into the 
Assinaboino rivor, but when they got 
their drain cut the river ran into a 
swamp. 

WINNII'KC. 

Thoro seems to bo a good deal of 
stir about Winnipeg. It has about 
10,000 inhabitants. There are forty 
or fifty hotels in it, and we had to go 
to three or four bcforo wo could get 
.1 rooui to stop in, Tliore is no snow 
licrt! yet. Tho coldest weather here 
lias been about 10' below zero, but the 
wind almost cuts ,n fellow in two. 
There is a good deal of whispering 
round town about a coal strike aliout a 
..undred uiiles up tho Assinaboino. 
The town of Winnipeg is situated at 
the junction of tho Assinaboino and 
Red River, both of which are navigable. 
If there is any truth in the strike it 
will bo a splendid thing. Hero is a 
large town already with very little 
wood in tlii; neighl)orliood for a market 
to start v/ith. The country is also 
settling verv fast and they must havo 
fuel of some kind, for the country is 
no doubt cold. 1 sliall be on the look- 
out for it (tho coal). I don't think I 
shall farm any, so if I don'^t find. some- 
thing of the kind you may '^\o6V for 
me back any time. 

MINERALS. 

Thoy are also showing somo silver 
specimens from the Lake of the Woods, 
but it is too cohl to go out there at 
present I found a few^ohUCarl^ooites 
around here and they tell mo "there is 
a good deal of railroad work going on 
towards Lake Superior. Thero is also 
a contract let west of hero; hut notii- 
in^ doing on it at present. Horses 
are very chca|) hero; cattle run from 
thirty to sixty dollari* a. ^ea^ loft

Ajjjical relates tho caao of Cluulci Bar- 
oriovicli, deceased, to show the urgent ne- 
cessity for tlio estnbliBiimont of political 
authority in so'uthonstom Alaskn. Bnr- 
anovich had been a trader and owned a 
salmon-gRltimg cstablisliniont <iii Karta 
Bay, Prince of Wales I.slaiul. lio hailal.so 
located a rich oopjior uiiiie, and dispcsed 
of the whole or a portion of it, to biisinca.? 
raoA in Victoria. Ili.s bu.^incss connoc- 
tions were with Wrai)t;ol, ns well aa with 
Vtctoriii, nnd ut tho time of his sudden 
death his afTnira were in a soinowhat 
muddled condition- One creditor, a 
merchant of NVrangol, settled his own 
claim by taking .several hundred barrelH 
stored at Karta Bay nnd filling them with 
salmon. Tho claim in this instance was 
doubtless a just one, but in view of tho 
existence of other creditors,- and u widow 
and eight children, it was an arbitrary 
proceeding.

M. Maret, of 
Place Vcndome, who was among the 
killed, was an eminent architect, and 
had been in tho service of ex-Queen 
Isabella of Spain. He seemed to have 
a presentiment of bis fate, as lie in- 
sured his life for §30,000 a few hours 
before he took the brain. M. Hnyme, 
stage manager nnd M. Jolly, comedian 
of the BoufTes Parisiencs, are danger- 
ously injured and in a very critical con- 
dition. M. De Millevilie, another of 
the wounded, is the husband of Emillie 
Broesttt, of the Theatre Francais.
